GREAT HALL, CANNON STREET. 
THESPIAN DRAMATIC CLUB. 


Tnuz members of this club gave an entertain- 
ment in the above hall, on the evening of the 9th 
inst., in aid of the Warehousemen and Clerks’ 
Schools. 

The entertainment commenced with the comic 
interlude of “ Furnished Apartments,” in which 
Mr. E. Berwick sustained in a most creditable 
manner the part of Caphalous Squill. 

Tom Taylor’s great Olympic drama of the 
“ Ticket-of-Leave-Manu ” followed. The ‘Ticket- 
of-Leave-Man”’ is a telling drama, with an inte- 
resting and well wrought out plot; the charac- 
ters arevaried and strongly marked, the situa- 
tions excellent, and it moreover allows of the 
introduction of endless stage business and stage 
effects. In the hands of the Thespians, than 
whom, be it said, we have rarely, if ever, seen a 
more legitimately talented company, the play was 
produced in a manner which deserves the highest 
commendations. Mr. Geo. Grey was superior, 
far superior, to the average Bob Brierley, and 
proved fully his ability to touch those chords in 
the human heart which are only to be reached 
by the true pathos of the real drama. Mr. J. E. 
Dell was a very fair James Dalton. Hawkshaw 
as expounded by Mr. W. J. Pitt was not a telling 
picture ; it was, as a whole, sadly wanting in 
nerve, but at times it was truthful, if not artistic. 
The Green Jones of Mr. Buckland was decidedly 
the most happy and carefully pourtrayed charac- 
terof the piece. Mr. Buckland never exagge- 
rated, neither did he by endeavouring to show off 
the little eccentricities of the shallow-headed 
swell, allow himself to be led into that great 
fault, so perceivablein one or two of his colleagues 
—overacting. Lively, yet unassuming and 
reseryed, he showed to the greatest advantage in 
—for an amateur—one of the most difficult 
characters in the play, bis undoubted histrionic 
talents. The Melter Moss of Mr Tom Bonsall, 
was greatly overdrawn. Mr McKean’s Mr 
Tibson was natural and gentlemaoly in the ex- 

treme, and deserved the applause so liberally 
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Lavine as Mrs Willoughby, and Miss Bessie 
Walters as Sam, both achieved great success in 
their respective roles. 

Much praise is due to Mr T. R. Francis, the 
hon. secretary, for the manner in which the whole 
of the arrangements were carried out, for it is 
mainly owing to his exertions that the perfor- 
mance proved to be what it in every seuse was— 
an unequivocal success. 





THE CABINET THEATRE. 


PENDING the completion of,the decorative em- 
bellishments of this miniature playhouse, and 
its opening as a regular London theatre, 
amateurs still occasionally perform therein. 
One of these entertainments given recently is 
noteworthy on account of the complete original- 
ity of the bill of fare, the caterer for the even- 
ing being a Mr Killick, manager of the Lily 
Club, who not only acts in, but writes his own 
pieces. We have no space to enter into an 
analysis of the plots of his maiden dramatic 
effusions, and therefore will simply give their 
titles. The first was named “ In the Stationery 
Line,” an unpretending trifle, indifferently 
played ; the second piece was more ambitious in 
its aim ; it was called “A Cruel Wrong,” and 
was announced as a drama in two acts; the 
acting, however, was not_calculated to draw 
out its merits if it possessed avy, and the 
last of the triad of Mr Killick’s histrionic com- 
positions was a sort of burlesque on the great 
hero of Cervantes, “Don Quixote.” ‘The Misses 
Iugestrie gave their services to the intrepid 
author on this special occasion. 

Without wishing to damp the literary ardour 
of the young playwright, we give our preference 
to the well-tried and thoroughly enjoyable pro- 
ductions of the close of last century, of which 
“The Poor Gentleman” is one of the most 
delightful and characteristic specimens :—this 
comedy of Colman’s selected for performance by 
the ALLIANCe CLUB on the 22nd ult. was more 
keenly relished by the audience than any of the 
modern ramby-pamby effusions that are such 





bestowed by a most appreciative audience. Miss 


favourites with young amateurs; ite old-fashion- 
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ed but sound sentiments told as forcibly as in 
the days of Munden and Mrs Gibbs, a proof, if 
one*were needed, of the sterling worth of our 
legitinate drama. The gentiemen who appear- 
ed in the principal characters were, we believe, 
for the most part connected with the Birkbeck 
Institution, amongst whose members are several 
able bands at the difficult game of Histrionics ; 
although there was manifest room for improve- 
ment, more particularly in stage deportment, 
which is the rock on which do many split; yet 
on the whole the piece was respectably acted. 
We must regard Mr C. Wheatcross’s Lieut. 
Worthington as a most conscientious interpreta- 


tion, and one that does him credit; he under- | 
stood the part and spoke his lines with feeling | 


and quiet artistic ability. The Humphrey 
Dobbins of Mr E, Brown (who looked like G. 
Honey) was also remarkably good, and Mr, A. 
Westbrook showed some humour and unction as 
Ollapad, but he was at times “out, even to a 
full disgrace.” He was not the only one, how- 
ever, who bungled and hesitated, especially in 
the early scenes. ‘Things went smoothly after 
the 2nd act, and, thanks to the sweetness and 
intense feeling Miss Clara Raymond infused into 
the lady-like and ingenuouns character of Emily, 
and Mr Clemence’s capital light-comedy and 
gentlemanly figure, in the role of Frederick 
Bramble, the sentimental portion of the comedy 
came off triumphant. Mr J. Price, in respect 
of voice and legs, is perfect, but too youthful 
in appearance for Sir Robert Bramble, and too 
fidgetty in manner for the good old baronet ; 
his incessant raising of one foot after another 
and shifting about within a circumscribed 
space, and the way in which he carried his 
hands and head, reminded us of the dancing 
bear ; not that this gentleman, who really has 
dry humour iv him, resembles bruin in any 
respect than in these peculiar movements, 
which he will perhaps avoid in future. Mr R. 
Balley was far too spiritless for such a part as 
Sir Charles Cropland, who is not the tame swell 
of modern life, as he delineated him, but the 
roué of the old school—bold and fashionably 
vicious, Mr Haines was by no means a bad 
Corporal loss, though not perhaps the strict 
disciplinarian that be ought to have made him ; 
Miss Jessy Rose might have done better things 
with the Hon. Lucretia McTab, but it is really 
difficult to do these characters well—we must 
therefore not be hypercritical. The Harrowby 
family were fairly represented by Mr Baker and 
Mr Chinn—father and son—and Miss _ §, 
Worrell (a sprightly Mary), who divided with 
her brother the lines usually allotted to the 
venerable Dame, who was ruthlessly  clided 
from the cast. We are more than ever 
convinced that the “ Poor Gentleman” is one 
of the most suitable comedies that can be 
chosen for amateur representation. 

Two farces, “Taming a ‘Tiger,” and ‘ To 
Paris and Back for £5,” were also played. Mr 
Clemence (Beeswing) has every requisite for a 
jeune premier. Mr Brown’s Snozzle was very 
auaint. Messrs Shipwright and G. Stanley also 
did well,

Mr Maude was a good, though 
too demonstrative Jaques, and Mr Paul's Cori 
and the Wrestler were specially excellent. M 
Scott’s banished Duke deserves mention, aly 
the Sylvius and the Touchstone, who, however, 
was deficient in quaintness. The Otiver, Adan, 
Le Beau, and Duke Frederick were certainly 
not up to the mark. ‘The parts of Celia and 
Audrey were tolerably well sustained by 
Mesdames de Landre and Charles, and Mis 
Hampden made up for Phoebe better than we 
expected. The experiment on the whole was 
a success, and deserving of imitation.

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THE BIJOU. 
THE JUNIOR STAGERS. 


On the 26th ult. these gentlemen gave their 
econd performance. ‘The place selected for 
eir entertainment was, on this occasion, the 
Bijou, of Bayswater, which is undergoing the 
rocess of re-decoration and enlargement. ‘The 
uditorium is painted a brilliant green, the 
olumns and girders being picked out in gold 
ind pale blue ; the proscenium is also altered, 
e opening made higher, and surmounted 
ith a handsome shield, and the act-drop 
hrown back about 3 fect; the general effect 
eing greatly enhanced by the new, and 
ntensely-bright sun-lights; when the pro- 
hised scenery will be forthcoming we know 
ot, but when the stage is replete with its 
dispensable accessories, it will be ove of the 
rettiest places of amusement in London. 

The first piece on the programme was ‘“‘No. 
, round the Corner,” played tolerably well 
the manager (Mr Clive) and Mr Temple. 
ext came the *‘ Sheep in Wolf’s Clothing.” 
With the single exception of Mr Turnour, 
ho donned the gay habiliments of Lord 
hurchill, and flapped his pinions before he 
as fledged, the cast was a very good one. 
We noticed the easy, and natural acting of Mr 
H. Halford in our remarks on the Junior 
raGERS at the Gallery of Illustration, and 
ow itoccursto us that he is sailing under 
plse colours, if we may use a nautical meta- 
hor; that he is making us, good easy people, 
lieve he is a crude beginner, when in reality 
is actions, his by-play expressions and 
eneral demeanour are those of a practised 
and—perhaps of an artist. ‘The scene 
etween him (Jasper) and Mrs Sidney (Anne) 
hen he induced his wife to write the letters 
0 Kirke was excellent—nothing amateurish 
boutit. The lady hasa clear ringing delivery 
nd plays with intelligence. Mr F. Burton 
anted a little more brusqueness as the odious 
olonel, still he was good, and in many res- 
ects played up to the others. The Kester 
f Mr C.J. Wilson could scarcely have been 
een better done, and the little girl (Miss 
idney) who did the small part of Sibyl must 
lso be spoken of in terms of commendation. 
eziah and the Dame were given to Miss Dot 
obins and Miss Bella Merton. ‘This little 
rama was really well acted. We wish we could 
ay as much for Byron’s ‘* War to the knife,” the 
fter-piece. The parts had been, as a rule, 
retchedly committed to memory, and we 
ecommend the gentlemen, on future occa- 
lons if they have not time to learn and rehearse 
heir parts as they ought, to have an efficiert 
Prompter; this refresher of sluggish brains 
as either asleep at his post, or could not 
ollow the text; a word at the right moment 
ould have spared us many an irritating stage 





wait, but that all-important word could only 
be found after diligent search, to the evident 
distress of the oblivious individual on the 
stage, who was anxiously waiting for it. 
Honorable mention must be made, notwith- 
standing, of Mr Clive, who was admirably 
made up for the rascally Captain Thistleton, 
and who was fairly efficient in the portrayal 
of cool assurance. Mr L. W. Herbert proved 
himself a low comedian of considerable humor; 
his Nubbly was highly relished, and he was 
even honoured with a call in the middle of the 
act. Miss Alice Austin,jon whom Time seems 
to assert his sway, and mark that lady as a 
fitting exponent of the stage matrons, 
enacted Mrs Harcourt, and Miss Rose 
Ogilvy appeared as Mrs Delacour. These 
ladies did exceedingly well; their fashionable 
attire and the spontaneous grace of their 
movements lent a charm to the piece, which, 
intrinsically it lacks. Indeed the look on this 
3-act drama of Mr Byron’s to be in the main 
a reflex of other modern inanities, of which 
*¢ Still Waters” is the most noted, and from 
which he has evidently taken his swindling 
captain and his victims. John Blunt, too, is 
a sort ofmildmay ; even the Scottish green- 
grocer Nubbly appears to be an old acquaint- 
ance in anew guise, Penson (Miss Merton) 
is merely the conventional servant-maid. 
Mr C. Temple wants breadth and ‘aplomb” 
for such a part as Blunt ; he is a pains-taking 
amateur, and in due time will be an efficient 
one. The band was somewhat ambitious 
and peculiar in its instrumental organization 
—we noticed a contrabasso, harp, violin, 
cornet, piccolo, and triangle skilfully handled 
by only five executants. Harrison dressed 
the pieces. The sofa stalls were occupied by 
elegantly dressed ladies and their ‘“‘chaperons,” 
but the rest of the house was almost deserted.

“THE HEIR-AT-LAW.” 


THosE who disbelieve in the fitness of old 
comedies to the taste of modern playgoers 
should go to the Strand, and see the revival of 
George Colman the younger’s delightful play. 
The loud guffaws and the intense expressions 
of delight amongst the audience will convince 
those sceptics that such comedies, if well in- 
terpreted, are eminently adapted to all gene- 
rations of amusement-seekers. Mr J. §., 
Clarke’s Pangloss is rich, eccentric, unctuous, 
and intelligent, possessing an original vein of 
humour, not so dry and quaint as Compton’s, 
nor so gentlemanly as Harley’s, but more 
farcical than either—indeed, highly comic from 
beginning to end, though we do not admire 
the attitude he occasional indulges in,—the 
wide-spread legs and bent knees and elbows— 
which imitates too closely the grotesque 
appearance of a pantin pulled by strings. 
Perhaps no living comedian knows the art of 
making every point, every sentence tell better 
than this popular favorite. The piece has 
been considerably botched ; we know not who 
is the marrer of the text; in the absence of 
any positive information on that subject we 
must hold Mr Clarke responsible for the fol- 
lowing addenda et corrigenda :— 

The second scene precedes the first (proba- 
bly to suit the dinner hour), the scenes between 
Caroline and Kendrick are omitted—also 
those with Stedfast and Moreland (who is 
only introduced as a deus ex machina at the 
e-nclusion); Dr Pangloss interpolates some 
wit of his own, not found in the original, 
such as spelling physician f, i, z, z,i, s, h, u, n, 
and saying that his Lordship hopes with two 
p’s; when Dick speaks about a nobleman 
dying bald, his tutor remarks that “it is a 
chemical impossibilily ; you cannot dye a bald 
head” (this was an immense hit.) When 
Duberly enumerates the booksin his library, 
he includes Homer’s Eyelids and Pope’s 
Oddity. When Dick makes the philosopher 
dunce a jig in the open street the pupil pulls 
the tutor’s wig off, and exposes a scholastic 
head as bald as a turnip—(another fine piece of 
clap-trap) ; Zekiel, in the last scene, drops one 
of his banknotes; the cute doctor covers it 
with his hat and prigs it, with a quotation 
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from the House of Commons, but he hands it, 
on second thought, to the owner, remarking 
that honesty is the best policy ; Zekiel makes 
him a present of the note with another to boot, 
at which piece of luck Peter Pangloss, LL.D., 
and A double 8, echoes his own sentiments 
about honesty being the best policy, and gives 
for the tag the dignities conferred upon him, 
instead of the quotation from Terence,— 
“Hem!” 

Mr Turner played Daniel Dowlas very 
well indeed, but instead of the Hampshire 
burr, his accent had the pure Whitechapel 
ring. Mr Crouch played Dick a la Mathews, 
and Zekiel was acted with great feeling by Mr 
D. James. Miss EK Bufton, who wore a light 
wig, did well as Cicely, but looked too woman- 
ly. It is a character thatshould be done by 
a young, simple, and unsophisticated girl. 
Poor Nelly Moore was the Cicely, par excel- 
lence. Miss L. Claire had little to do besides 
looking pretty in the part of Caroline, and 
Mrs Raymond, whose style is that of Mrs 
Malcolm, was equal to the vulgarities of Lady 
Duberly. ‘The reader will recognise an old 
ameteur inthe person of Mr Walter Joyce, who 
spoke the few lines allotted to him with good 
effect. Asa whole, the piece is worth sce- 
ing, and those who are content to laugh at 
nothing will remain to see the ‘‘ Toodles” and 
‘*Tno,”’ both as trashy as can be desired.
